Shaping Steel. 
Repeated quenching tends to change 
the shape of steel. In a recent experi­ 
ment, a small tank of water was heat­ 
ed by raising to redness a soft-steel 
cylinder &5 inches in diameter, and 
then plunging it into the water. After 
800 quenchings the metal was found te 
have been shortened three-fourths of 
an Inch, with a corresponding increase 
In width. The steel contained 0.05 per 
cent of carbon, 0.01. oí hllicon, 0,8 of 
phosphorus, 0.05 of sulphur and 0.46 
i manganese.
